Report  of  the  Trustees 

To  his  Excellency , Charles  W.  Gates , Governor : 

The  trustees  of  the  Austine  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind 
beg  leave  to  submit  their  report  for  the  biennial  period  1914-1915 
and  1915-1916. 

The  cement  walk,  vegetable  cellar  and  two  swing  pavilions 
were  completed  early  in  the  term  of  1914-1915;  the  staircases  at 
the  end  of  the  building  were  painted  in  May,  thus  adding  a great 
deal  to  the  appearance  of  the  building. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  1915-1916  was  forty-four  and  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for  the  coming  year 
necessitated  the  providing  of  additional  rooms,  hence  a dormitory, 
officers’  room  and  lavatory  were  finished  on  the  fourth  floor,  and 
we  now  have  accommodations  for  fifty-two  pupils. 

All  the  outside  woodwork  on  the  building  was  painted  and 
hardwood  floors  were  laid  in  three  rooms  in  the  basement.  The 
auditorium,  dining  room  and  all  hall  floors  were  refinished  and 
a number  of  minor  repairs  were  made.  The  land  at  the  rear  of 
the  building  was  graded  * and  drained  and  a croquet  ground  was 
made  west  of  the  girls’  pavilion. 

We  are  fortunate  in  retaining  our  efficient  principal,  Miss 
H.  G.  Throckmorton,  and  the  matron,  Miss  M.  A.  Walp,'  both  of 
whom  have  exhibited  special  ability  in  the  management  of  their 
respective  departments. 

The  approach  from  the  public  street  to  the  institution  had 
never  been  properly  provided,  consequently  a survey  was  made 
and  a roadway,  sixteen  feet  wide,  was  built,  properly  graded 
and  graveled. 

By  the  financial  aid  of  an  interested  friend  substantial  and 
artistic  columns  were  installed  at  the  entrance  to  this  road  as 
well  as  at  the  beginning  of  the  cement  walk  leading  up  to  the 
institution.

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Report  of  the  Physician  to  the  Austine  Institution 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Austine  Institution: 

Gentlemen:  During  the  two  years  ending  August  31,  1916, 
there  has  been  but  very  little  sickness  among  our  children.  A 
case  of  chronic  bronchitis  was  allowed  to  return  to  her  home, 
where  she  remained  six  weeks.  After  that  she  came  back  to 
school  and  has  been  in  perfect  health  ever  since.  A boy  with  a 
diseased  heart  was  seriously  handicapped,  not  only  in  school  work 
but  also  in  play  and  all  forms  of  recreation.  For  that  reason 
he  went  home  and  has  not  returned.  One  case  of  pneumonia 
and  two  cases  of  intestinal  influenza  confined  these  children  to 
bed  for  some  days.  Their  recoveries  were  prompt  and  complete. 
An  occasional  tonsilitis,  acute  indigestion  and  cold  complete  the 
list  of  illnesses. 

A record  of  so  little  sickness  among  forty  to  fifty  children, 
covering  a period  of  two  years,  testifies  to  the  excellent  care  and 
supervision  which  they  receive.

Report  of  the  Surgeon  to  the  Austine  Institution 

I herewith  submit  a report  of  the  surgical  service  of  the 
Austine  Institution  for  the  fiscal  years  1914-1916  to  date. 

One  student  sustained  a Colles’  fracture  of  the  left  wrist  while 
at  play.  This  was  reduced,  X-rayed  and  the  end  results  are 
satisfactory. 

Three  pupils  had  tonsils  and  adenoids  removed  at  the  Memorial 
Hospital. 

This  is  the  extent  of  surgical  treatment  required.

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Principal’s  Report 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Austine  Institution  for  the  Deaf 
and  Blind: 

Gentlemen  : The  following  report  of  the  Austine  Institution 
for  the  biennial  period  ending  August  31,  1916,  is  hereby 
submitted : 

The  enrollment  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  for  1914-1915 
was  thirty-five;  of  these  eighteen  were  girls  and  seventeen  were 
boys;  three  were  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  thirty- 
two  were  Vermont  beneficiaries. 

In  the  department  for  the  blind  the  enrollment  was  five,  all 
from  the  State  of  Vermont;  two  of  these  were  girls  and  three 
were  boys. 

In  the  autumn  one  of  the  blind  boys  fell  from  a seesaw  and 
sustained  a Colies’  fracture  of  the  left  arm.  This  necessitated  the 
omission  of  typewriting  and  violin  lessons  for  several  weeks  but 
the  accident  did  not  interfere  with  other  studies  to  any  extent. 
There  was  one  case  of  pneumonia  in  the  winter,  and  in  the  spring 
three  children  had  tonsils  and  adenoids  removed  in  the  Brattle- 
boro  Memorial  Hospital;  aside  from  these  cases  the  health  of 
the  pupils  was  excellent. 

Early  in  December  Miss  Martha  A.  Walp,  matron  of  the 
school,  was  taken  ill  with  pleurisy  and,  although  her  recovery 
from  the  actual  disease  was  remarkably  rapid,  it  was  thought 
best  to  grant  her  two  months’  leave  of  absence.  She  returned 
the  first  of  March,  fully  recuperated,  and  resumed  her  duties. 

Instruction  was  carried  on  along  the  same  lines  as  during  the 
previous  two  years;  the  increased  equipment  and  added  facili- 
ties making  it  possible  to  broaden  the  work.  A second  class 
received  instruction  in  basketry  and  a knife  work  class  was 
formed  for  a number  of  the  smaller  boys.  Progress  in  all 
branches  was  good.  Officers  and  teachers  deserve  much  credit 
for  their  co-operation  which  brought  about  these  results. 

The  newly  appointed  teachers  took  a course  of  training  in  the 
Oral  method  of  instructing  the  deaf  and  at  its  successful  comple- 
tion Miss  Dorothy  S.  Foster  and  Miss  M.  Dorothy  Taft  were 
awarded  certificates  and  were  re-appointed  for  the  year  of  1915- 
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1916;  Miss  Foster  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  and  Miss  Taft 
to  give  some  time  in  that  department,  though  the  greater  portion 
of  her  work  was  in  the  department  for  the  blind.  December  12 
Miss  Fifield  resigned  as  supervisor  of  the  small  boys  and  Miss 
Lilian  Gebhard  was  appointed  as  her  successor.  Her  resigna- 
tion was  accepted  early  in  May,  and  Miss  Estella  M.  Chase,  a 
supervisor  of  long  experience,  substituted  for  the  rest  of  the 
year,  with  the  expectation  of  taking  charge  of  the  little  girls  the 
following  fall. 

In  November  the  State  Board  of  Visitors,  consisting  of  Gover- 
nor Fletcher,  Lieutenant-Governor  Howe,  Speaker  Plumley  and 
Mrs.  Perley  F.  Hazen,  visited  the  school  and  expressed  hearty 
approval  and  appreciation  of  the  work  which  was  being  done. 

Formal  closing  exercises  were  held  on  the  morning  of  June  15, 
1915.  The  address  was  given  by  Mr.  J.  M.  Barss,  M.  A.,  superin- 
tendent of  the  Industrial  School  at  Vergennes.  Prizes  were  then 
presented  by  Dr.  Henry  D.  Holton,  president  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  as  follows:

Immediately  after  the  distribution  of  prizes  Mr.  Barss  handed 
Dr.  Holton  a five  dollar  bill  for  a prize  for  the  best  everyday 
speech  in  the  department  for  the  deaf  during  the  next  school 
year. 

The  school  closed  for  the  summer  vacation  June  25,  1915. 

The  total  enrollment  for  1915-1916  was  forty-four.  Thirty- 
five  were  state  beneficiaries  from  Vermont  and  nine  were  from 
New  Hampshire. 

The  percentage  of  the  blind  in  Vermont  is  very  much  smaller 
than  the  percentage  of  the  deaf ; only  six  of  the  forty-four  chil- 
dren enrolled  were  blind,  three  girls  and  three  boys  (and  two  of 
these  had  lost  their  sight  through  accident)  ; while  in  the  depart- 
ment for  the  deaf  there  were  twenty-nine  pupils  from  Vermont, 
fifteen  girls  and  fourteen  boys.  New  Hampshire  sent  six  girls 
and  three  boys  (all  deaf). 

The  health  of  the  pupils  was  remarkably  good.  One  young  girl 
was  granted  leave  of  absence  for  a few  weeks  in  March  and 
April,  having  contracted  a severe  bronchial  cold  during  the 
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Christmas  vacation  which  proved  to  be  quite  serious;  and  one 
little  lad  developed  serious  valvular  disease  of  the  heart  and  it 
was  thought  best  to  have  the  parents  take  him  home  for  the  rest 
of  the  year.  There  was  no  other  sickness  in  the  school. 

Miss  Mary  G.  Cameron  of  Goshen,  Virginia,  was  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacancy  in  the  teaching  force  left  by  Miss  Alma  Morrill 
of  Brattleboro,  who  resigned  the  previous  June.  Miss  Cameron 
took  the  course  of  instruction  in  the  Oral  method  of  teaching  the 
deaf  and  received  her  certificate  at  the  end  of  the  year.  She 
was  re-appointed  for  the  year  1916-1917. 

In  October  the  State  Board  of  Visitors,  Governor  Gates,  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Darling,  Hon.  Benj.  Gates  and  Mrs.  Perley  F. 
Hazen,  inspected  the  school.  Their  cordial  approbation  of  the 
progress  made  was  most  gratifying. 

Miss  Marie  H.  Draheim  resigned  in  January  and  Miss  Glenna 
V.  Tibbits  was  appointed  as  supervisor  of  the  small  boys  in  her 
place. 

From  the  playground  and  pleasure  fund  (chiefly  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  baskets  and  fancy  work  made  by  the  pupils)  a 
giant  stride  and  a climbing  ladder  were  added  to  the  equipment 
of  the  boys’  playground,  and  a slide  to  the  girls’.  A whirligig, 
presented  by  the  Mutual  Aid  Association  of  Brattleboro,  also 
added  to  the  pleasure  of  the  little  girls. 

It  was  decided  to  have  formal  closing  exercises  on  alternate 
years,  therefore  none  were  held  in  June,  1916.  On  the  afternoon 
of  June  seventh  an  exhibition  of  exercises  in  physical  training  was 
given  and  the  industrial  work  of  the  school  was  inspected.  Light 
refreshments  were  served  by  the  matron  and  her  cooking  class. 
In  the  evening  the  prizes  were  awarded.  They  were  presented 
by  Dr.  Henry  D.  Holton,  president  of  the  board.

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Purposes  of  the  Institution  and  General  Information 


The  Austine  Institution  is  not  an  asylum,  a hospital  nor  a 
home,  but  purely  a school:  intended  for  children  of  sound  mind, 
totally  deaf  or  totally  blind,  or  whose  hearing  or  sight  is  too 
defective  to  enable  them  to  receive  their  education  in  the  public 
or  private  schools  provided  for  those  who  have  normal  hearing 
and  sight. 

Children  who  are  in  any  degree  mentally  deficient  are  not 
eligible  for  admittance,  and  any  who  prove  incapable  of  learning 
will  not  be  retained. 

The  parents  or  guardians  of  any  deaf  or  blind  child  can  ar- 
range to  have  the  child’s  board  and  tuition  at  the  school  at  the 
expense  of  the  state. 

Parents  who  make  this  arrangement  are  only  required  to  clothe 
the  child,  pay  incidental  expenses  and  expenses  incurred  by  ill- 
ness, and  for  transportation. 

Pupils  from  other  states  and  private  pupils  from  the  state 
of  Vermont  are  also  admitted.  Terms  will  be  furnished  on 
application. 

Pupils  should,  as  a rule,  be  entered  at  seven  years  of  age. 
Well-developed,  bright  children  can  sometimes  be  advantageously 
admitted  at  five  years.  None  under  five  or  over  twenty  will  be 
admitted. 

Applications  for  admission  for  the  succeeding  year  should  be 
made  before  the  end  of  June,  when  possible. 

A deposit  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  should  be  sent  to  the 
principal  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  in  September,  and  an  equal 
sum  the  first  of  February,  for  incidental  expenses. 

Every  article  of  clothing  should  be  plainly  marked  with  the 
pupil’s  full  name  with  indelible  ink,  and  a complete  list  of  the 
clothing  should  be  sent  in  the  trunk  or  other  baggage. 

The  School  assembles  on  the  third  Monday  in  September,  and 
regular  work  begins  the  following  morning. 

The  usual  holidays  are  given  at  Christmas  time,  which  the 
pupils  may  spend  at  their  homes. 

They  are  not  allowed  to  go  home  at  other  times  during  the 
school  year. 
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School  closes  the  latter  part  of  June.

An  Act  Relating  to  the  Education  of  Deaf  and  Blind 
Children 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont: 

Section  1.  Any  deaf  or  blind  child  who  is  within  the  age  of 
legal  pupils,  as  defined  by  section  1027  of  the  Public  Statutes  as 
amended  by  section  1 of  No.  69  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  and  who  is 
designated  by  the  governor  to  any  institution  for  the  education 
of  the  deaf  and  blind  in  this  state,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
60  of  the  Public  Statutes  and  amendments  thereto,  shall  attend 
such  designated  school  during  its  regular  sessions  for  a period 
for  which  said  child  is  designated  unless  said  child  is  mentally  or 
physically  unable  to  so  attend  or  has  already  acquired  knowledge 
of  the  branches  required  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools  or  is 
otherwise  being  furnished  with  the  same  education,  provided  that 
said  child  shall  not  be  required  to  attend  more  than  forty  weeks 
in  any  school  year. 

Sec.  2.  A parent  or  guardian  who  neglects  or  refuses  to 
permit  a child  to  receive  instruction,  as  specified  in  section  1 of 
this  act,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  less 
than  five  dollars,  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  town  where  said 
parent  or  guardian  resides.  Justices  and  municipal  courts  shall 
have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  county  court  of  offenses 
arising  under  this  act,  and  all  the  provisions  of  chapter  49  of  the 
Public  Statutes,  relating  to  complaint  and  prosecution,  shall 
apply  to  this  act. 

Approved  March  18,  1915. 
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
